Judge Dyer's Decision 

fa the most eloquent language jad^' 
Dyer handed down the following dr 
cision: *. f 

The Court: "I have listened with 
much Intercut to all that bas been aaiil 
hare. The debated has taken a very 
wide range. Practically there is but 
one Itgal question before the Court 
for decision, and that question I* the 
validity of the two ordinances in que- 
tion. That being true, it is also true, 
an counsel baa said, tlmt the Court '» 
feelings personally should have notti 
ing to do with determining thia one 
question. Judges arc very much like 
other people. They all try to do right 
anil they try to administer justice. 

"Nino years ago on this bench 1 
took an oath. One of its provisio n" 



»«i 'that yuii solemnly swear that 
you will administer justice to the ricli 
and poor alike' I have tried hard '<• 
up to the obligation of that- oath. 
I know I have made many mUtakes 
d have fallen far short of what 
probably would, be counted a leame.l 
judge, but I have tried to do Justin- 
between man and man- 
Allusion has been made by counsel 
i to the fact ttytt I have lived in 
this state a long time. For mora than, 
seventy vears I have resided within 
miles of where I ait: today. My 
father came to this state from old 
Virginia where I waa born, and settled 
incoln county in 1841. He waa the 
owner of Negroes. I was raised with 
Kcgroes, but aa Bod la my judge I 
have tried always all my life to be just 
then, and flod giving, me help I 
II continue so to the end. 
"I have heard all. thia talk about 
intermirriage and. miscegenation and 
all of that fifty years ago. Arguments 
then made for tho purpose oi. 
scaring men out of their wita by an 
appeal to their prejudices. These 
.aigmneiits. if they may be called such, 
made when the question of eman- 
cipation was np; it was tho contention 
then' that ultimately it would lead to 
intermarriage between the races. 1 be- 
lieved it would not do anything of the 
kind then, and believe to now. Ne- 
groes do not ask for equality; whites 
do not ask for it; the Negroes only 



ask to have the same privileges 
others have,' the tame. right! Wider the 
law ai others have. The plaint iffa are 
Negroes born in the , United States 
they are taxpayer! of the city of St. 
Louis by virtue of which- they are en 
titled under the constitution to the 
same legal right* aa any white, native 
Im>™, or any foreign bora naturalised 
Icltiun 'of the United St at cs. I would 
' not be doing my duty If I hesitated to 
deal out equal justice to every one 
alike. 

"Theao ordinances I have heretofore 
considered. Aa a eitiaen I examined 
them, with ears, aad aa a eitiien I cast 
my vote against them, and, la my judg 
meat, not formed particularly today 
but formed before I exeroiaed my light 
to vote, I beliave that these ordioaoeei 
are void and illegal and that the po 
lii-e power claimed here cannot deprive 
a man of using the money made by the 
sweat of his brow in buying property 
wherever the property owner will 
It, aad, when he does buy it, he ass a 
right, under th* constitution and the 
laws of the United States, to occupy 
it as long aa he obeys the law, and as 
long aa the property la not made 
nuisance. Everybody know*, we all 
know and regret it, that not Only 
among Negroes, but among white peo 
pie there are com m unities which are 
no credit to the localities in which they 
exiat, but I Know some of the mosi 
reputable men that are to be found 
anywhere are found in thia city among 
the "lorad people. I speak of thai be 



niu.se of the argument made here about 
the police power being sufficient to de- 
prive a man of his property, .deprive 
a maa of his earnings and deprive him 
of the bread that he makes, I have 
heard that before, it did not affect me 
then and it does not affeet mo .now. 

"I shall grant here a temporary in- 
junction restraining the enforcement 
of these ordinances, and I only say 
temporary for the reason that it haa 
been stated that there" ia a ease in- 
volving a like question now before the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

"As I said at tho beginning, know- 
ing thia. ease waa coming I wrote (p the 
clerk of the Supreme Court for a copy 
of th* record in the ease pending there, 
and cf the briefs Sled by counsel In 
the ease. I have examined that rcc- 
snd I have enraiuad it In the 
light of these ordinances and I And 
a very ( great difference between the 
ordinance before the Supreme Court 
and th* ordinances here, bot being de- 
sirous of not taking any action on is- 
sues on which the Supreme Court la to 
pasn, and whose declaion it is my duty 
and the duty of every other eitiien 
of the United States to acquiesce in, 
I will mnkt this injunction temporary; 
otherwise but for the pendency of that 
awe I would make It permanent. 

"The order will be that these in- 
ductions as prayed for in these hills 
wilt be granted, a continuing order Tin- 
til the further order of this Court."

LESSON FOR A PRIL 30 

PITM DELIVERED FROM PRISON. 



TEXT— Acts 11-J-U. > 
GOLDEN TEXT-The ansvl of Jehovah 
"" round about them that tear 
them-Psalms Jt.-S. 



.One day the "sons of Zebedee" de- 
aired Jesaa to grant a carta blanche 
petition, pressed further aa to their 
particular request, they petitionee for 
the seats of suthority on the right 
and left band of Jesus In glory. In 
reply Teens said that sueh a petition 
was not a proper one nor intelligent- 
ly asked, bat according to their In- 
trepid assertions of willingness they 
should be baptised; with his baptism 
of death (Mark 10-35-45), and that 
the greatest of hta followers should 
be "servant of all." Today's lesson la 
a fulfillment of that prophecy. 

I. Peter In Prison, the Church Pray- 
ing (vs. 1-6). Persecutions .had been 
resumed (9:31). after a temporary lull. 
Some people serve Christ by living, 
others by yielding tip. their lives for 
bis sake. James (not the one men- 
tioned In chapter 15) was slain and 
Peter's death delayed In order not to 
pollute the feast of the Jewish Holy 
week. Peter's position waa perilous. 
Sixteen soldiers guarded him In a Ro- 
man dungeon. But hla enemies had 
left Ood put of their calculations and 
the believers had linked themselves 
through prayer with the source of alt 
power. Against such a force Herod's 
cunning plan, whereby be might curry 
favor with the Jews- (v. 3). Is power- 
less. But It la, now almost the bour 
for Peter's execution. Why the de- 
lay? The greater to demonstrate 
the power of God. Herod and the Jews 
cared not tor. noV recognised.' Easter, 
but God cared for his servant and ton- 
ored the prayers of his saints. Peter's 
failh In tbe plans end purposes of 
God la Indicated by bis slumber and 
the need at ''being fully awakened by 
the (srffeoSr-Ttaere are four things about 
that vigil ot prayer (v. G) offered by 
tbe church on Peter-s behalf, which 
was so wondronaly answered. (1) It 
was directed "unto God," Some pray- 
ers are offered to audiences or the 
ears of man, but not' such as are an 7 
awered. We hare heard prayers, so- 
called, offered where the name of 
Jesus Is never mentioned, and scarce- 
ly the name of Ood. Literally (v. S) 
thla waa a "atretch-out-ad-ly" prayer, 
and Its earnestness waa such u to 
circumvent this vile grandson of 
Herod the Great. (2) It was made 
"wlthevut ceasing' ( "earnestly" R. V.). 
There was. a sincerity and an Intensity 
of desire on Peter's behalf which lan- 
guage can scarcely express (See also 
Rom. 8:16). The same word ta used 
of our Lord's prayer In the garden 
when "His sweat waa aa great drops 
of blood falling down -to the ground'' 
(Luke !2:t*r Rom. IS: 30. CoL 4:12, 
IS, R. V.) There Is little such prayer 
to be found, but once found It Is an- 
swered. 

II. Prayer 
(ys. 7-11). The 

(v. 7) brought light yet the servant 
of God needed awakening, a sugges- 
tion to apply to oar modem church 
life. His method of awaking Peter 
suggests that ' It ■ often takes sharp 
blown to arouse na to our duties and 
privileges.
